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0. P. A. SPEAKER AT CONVOCATION 

Mr. Byers Miller, Chief Adjustment and Analyst Economist from the Richmond 
office of the 0. P. A. was the speaker at Convocation, Wednesday night. 

"The individual is no longer an individual in this war. Ho cannot be guided 
by his own desires as this total war," he declared. One can best contribute 
to tho war effort by investing in war stamps and bonds and by maintaining a phy- 
sical well-being he said. 

The collapse of the civilian moralo must go through four stages — first: 
the honeymoon stago — it is at this stage that the entire population is struck by 
a patriotic fever. It was this stage that was experienced right after Pearl 
Harbor. Second: th* grim determination stage. In this stago every one buckles 
.down to work. The country is now entering into that stage. Third: the war 
weariness stago. This and tho following stage we hope that we never roach. 
Fourth: tho utter collapse of civilian moralo which brings on military defeat. 

Mr. Millor wished to emphasize the importance of the home front by tho above 
points. The matter of inflation would aid greatly to the final stago— the utter 
collapse of civilian morale. This is where tho 0. P. A. comos in. Fixod costs 
of living will hold back inflation. There has boon inflation in this country 
ovory time we havo fought a war. Rationing is the most democratic thing ovor 
triod in this country. Therefore, rationing and price control must go hand in 
hand said Mr. Millor.

FREDERICKSBURG SEVERELY HIT BY FLOOD 

Damago done "bo homes, industrial plants', and oil tanks caused the bulk of 
Frodoricksburg losses in the flood last week. Scores of homos wore completely 
wrecked while othors were mud-coked and badly stained. As soon as tho water sdb- 
sidod, "Frwdoricksburgors" began to disinfoct and repair their homos. 

Sovcn hundred and thirty-four thousand gallons of oil belonging to the Stan- 
dard Oil Company, the Gulf Refining Company, and tho Puro Oil Company wore repor- 
ted los t by washing away or burning. Tho estimated value of the loss was put 
at $275,000, 

Damage amounting to hundrods of thousands of dollars was done by the flood 
to local industrial plants. Tho Sylvania Industrial Corf, the Lafayette Pants 
Factory, and tho Virginia Shoo Company wore tho most damaged by tho high waters.

Mary Washington Collogc girls havo a -a in proved themselves ready in an emer- 
gency. Thursday night, the Collogo Calvary Unit was callod to the aid of tho 
Fredericksburg citizens forcod to leave their homes by the raging flood. Mounted 
troopers of the Calvary Unit patrolled Kcnmoro Avenue and the Main streets of 
town, from the Water Powor House to the Train Station. While on duty, all mem- 
bers of tho Calvary under tho leadership of Cnptain Marjorio Hudson, exorcised 
full police authority in guarding abandoned homos and clearing the streets of 
pedestrians. All work done was voluntary, and continued until the situation was 
under control Sunday night. 

Also administering aid to tho Frod.5ricksburg citizens wcro a group of rbout 
200 Collogo Students located in Cantoons throughout the city. Those M"ry Wash- 
ington volunteers wcro stationed in the Presbyter irn rnc! Episcopal Churches and 
"lso aided in tho giving of typhoid shots at tho Frodoricksburg Court House. 
The girls worked in shifts of 15 from 3:30 Friday to 5:30 Sunday, serving food 
and water to those whoso homes wcro flooded.
